EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , the label "I" of the formula is displaced further to the right of the 
formula. 

In claims 5 and 6, the term "phosporic" is replaced with "phosphoric". 
In claim 7, "to" is inserted after "according". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art reference Haubennestel et al. (US 
5,130,463). 

Corresponding to the phosphoric ester in claim 1 , the reference teaches a 
phosphoric acid ester that is represented by the following formula:

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wherein the -O-R group is prepared by reacting a monohydroxy-terminated polyethylene 
glycol with a lactone such as caprolactone. The reference fails to teach a phosphoric 
acid ester where the lactone contains more than one carboxylic acid groups . The 
claimed invention, on the other hand, requires that such lactone must have two or 
more carboxylic acid groups. There is no obvious reason or motivation for one skilled in 
the art to modify the ester taught in the reference, such as replacing the caprolactone or 
propiolactone or valerolactone with citric acid or malic acid, to arrive at the instant 
invention.
